Fanning’s home was in Jerseyville. He 
‘was a laborer and for some time had shown 
evidenceg of insanity. He was brought in 
restraint to the institution by Deputy Sheriff 
Cosmos Kellar on Tuesday and was taken. 
to the receiving ward. 


Works Though Seriously Injured. 

On Wedriesday he got up without any as- 
sistance, dressed himself, and during the» 
day did some light work around the ward. 
He did not seem especially strong, was weak 
and wabbly on his feet, and in the after- 
noon fell on the floor. He did not 
of any Injury, and no particular attention 

was paid to him. 

"De Thursday, according to the testimony - 
given by an attendant, he again fell, striking 
the edge of a chair. On Friday he got up, 
ate a good breakfast.. At 1 p. m. he collapsed 
again, and a ward doctor then made gn ex- 
amination. He found*the patient in bad 
shape, discovered the fractured ribs and a 
high temperature. Shortly afterwards Fan- 
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Dr. Carriel, superintendent of the asylum, 
‘immediately notified Gov. Deneen, who or- 
dered W. C. Graves, secretary of the state 
personal representative, to make an inveati- 
gation. ; 

Post-Mortem Reveals Injuries. 

The post-mortem showed that six of the ribs 
of the left side and three on the right were 
fractured; that there were lacerations of the 
“pleural membrane, and pneumonia in the

| @aused death must have been inflicted before 
| the patient was received at the asylum. This 
| Was established by the fact that the pus 
stage of pneumonia caused by an injury never 
develops in less than six or seven days, while 
In ordinary pneumonia. the pus stage is 
reached in three or four days.

A week ago Fridhy night,. while in his 
own house, Fanning suddenly rushed out 
of his room, waving a big hammer and an- 
nouncing his imtention of cleaning out the 


house and killing hie mother-in-law. Nation 
grappied with him and thréw.

Ultimately Fanning 
promiged to. be good and Nation let him 
get up. 

Sian’t Know He Was Hurt.

“The only way to restore confidence In 
American business integrity at home and 
abroad,” he said, “is to remove the causes 
which destroyed it. It is unfair to blame. 
the disclosures for the loss of confidence. 
The disclosures simply have brought to light 
conditions which ought not be permitted to. 
exist, and if we are going to prevent a 
periodical repetition of such revelations our 
business must be put on a different basis, 

Proposed Remedies Not Sufficient. 

“ The remedies that have beén proposed eo 
far as I have seen are not sufficiently cam- 
prehensive. They treat the symptoms rather 
than the disease. One of the chief causes 
of business crookedness in America is the 
custom of making the same man director 
in several different corporations which deal 
with each other. No man can serve two 
masters An business any more than in re- 
ligion, and the man whois a director in two 
companies, doing business with each other, 
is apt to sacrifice the interests of one or the 
other. 

“ The stockholder has a right to complain 
if the director who is supposed to look after 
his interests also is employed to direct the 
affairs of another concern haying interests 
directly antagonistic. 

Would Bar Duplicate Directorates.

With pans, pails, dnd. baskets, mothers 
with babies on their arms and little boys 
and girls met the wagon long before it had 
reached their houses to exchange the ice 
coupons for the ice which will keep their 
milk fresh and sweet and their food from 
spolling.  - 

Poor Mothers Praise Work. 

Mothers, who know what it means to suffer 
from want of ice to cool their babies’ milk, 
crowded around the wagon at every stopand 
received their ten and twenty pound cakes, 
praising THs TRiBuNB ice fund all the while. 

“Thank heaven for Tue TRIBUNE ice 
fund,”’ exclaimed one poor old woman as she 
received twenty pounds of ice in a tin pan. 
“This will keep the children’s milk sweet 
and keep my meat for Sunday dinner fresh.”

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ROOSEVELT LIKES 
WORK OF CONGRESS 


1/€ ULLOM REVIEWS 


Has Obeyed Wishes of 
the. People. 


‘Railroad Rate Bill the Most Im- 
portant Piece of Legisla- , 
tion Enacted. 


Washington, D. C., June 80.—[Special.}— 
Benator Cullom said ‘this. afternoon that the 
’ whole country was to be congratulated on 
the splendid work congress had accom- 
plished. 

“Tt has been a remarkable session in many 
respects,"" he continued. “I do not think 
we have ever had just such a session of con- 
gress. In character, importance, and amount 
the icgislation enacted at the present session 
is equal if it does not exceed any previc'ts 
secession during my experience in the senace. 
There hav#® been few sessions where so many 
great questions that have been. pending be- 
fore congress and the country for years havé 
been satisfactorily settled. 

“ There were times during the session when 
feeling ran so high, especially in the senate, 
that it seemed as if the dominant party in 
congress was to be hopelessly divided, but in 
every great controversy harmony in the end 
prevailed, and we emerge from this session 
with a more united party than at any time 
in the last two years. 

Railroad Bill the Feature. 


“The railroad rate legislation was the 
greatest feature of the present session. It 
is unnecessary for me to go.into the details 
of the great fight on the subject in congress 
or as to the bill which finally became a law. 
Suffice it to say that the people, tired of long 
years of waiting, demianded drastic legisia- 


+ tion. The house passed what was then con- 


sidered a drastic measure, but it is to the 
senate that the people of the country owe 
their thanks for the passage of one of the

“The enactment of the railroad rate bill 
into a law marks the closing chapter in one 
of the greatest popular movements that has 
ever taken place in this country. I was in 
the senate when the movement commenced, 
and it ts a satisfaction to me to have been 
able to witness its close. 


Meat Inspection Needed.

But in signing the 
treaty it did so without assuming obHgations 
or responsibility for the enforcement of any 
of its provisions. 

The president regrets also that the senate 
did not pass the Philippine tariff act, and he 
proposes to urge congress at the next session 
to pass it. 


Where President Won. 


While the president did not say, so It is 
a fact which has not escaped the attention 
of observers here that he secured action at 
this session on practically all the important 
matters which he called to the attention of 
congress in his last annual message. There 
are comparatively few important questions 
now looming up on the legislative horizon as 
the president sees it, but it is his purpose to 
keep watch and to avert evils by timely rec- 
ommendations for congressional action. The 
president feels that congress can go home 
with its conscience at rest, and he left at 
midnight tonight for Oyster Bay heartily 
pleased with his eight months’ work in Wash- 
ington. 

The one sensational incident of the day 
so replete with interesting events arose from 
the discovery. by Secretary Root that the 
sundry civil bill, after it had been signed 
by the president, contained an item appro- 
priating $3,000,000 for the condemnation of 
a site for a building for the departments of 
state, justice, and commerce and labor in 
Washington. This item had been inserted 
by the senate in the measure, but as a result 
of the conference between the two houses 
it was decided to omit it. 

Speaker Cannon has been opposed unalter- 
ably to this appropriation, believing it con- 
cealed a “grab” and he announced some 
days ago he would keep congress in session 
rather than to permit the enactment of the 
provision. . 

It was rumored that a certain senator has 
eecured an option upon the ground selected 
as the site for the building. 

After the president had signed the bill he 
handed it to Secretary Root, who desired to 
see what appropriation had been made fér 
the bureau of American republics, which is 
subject to his control. The keen eye of this

Bill Already Signed. 

The bill had been signed by Speaker Can- 
non and Vice President Fairbanks, and the 
provision which Mr. Root detected had not 
been discovered; but this was not surprising 
as neither had had an opportunity to read 
the bill through. Secretary Root suggested 
that as the bill had not gone out of the 
president's hands it might be regarded as 
hot approved, although the president had 
signed it.

had signed a year ago. 

It was determined finalty that the bill 
should be reéngrossed and that a joint resolu- 
tion should be passed repealing the objection- 
able provision. It was explained by the 
clerks in the enrolling room that they had 
engrossed the bill before the conference com- 
mittee made its report; that they had been 
actively at work for two days and tw» nights 
engrossing the sundry civil, the general de-

Final Adjournment Declared. 

On account of the discovery of thie $3,000,-

Gain for Pure Food. ‘ 


“After a number of. years we have at last 
enacted what will prove to be a fairly satie- 
factory pure food bill. - The bill will not pre- 
vent the sale of adulterated foods, but it will 
give the purchaser the opportunity of know- 
ing just what is contained in the goods he 
purchases. If he desires adulterated food 
he-.can purchase it as such, but the sale of 
adulterated foods under the guise of pure 
foods is prohibited. 

“The last general legislation necessary to 
the completion of the isthmian canal was alsa, 
adopted, when congress determined that a 
lock canal, which can be constructed in one- 
half the time and for half the money, and 
which is equal in every respect toa sea lever 
ycanal, shall be adopted. The work will now 
be pushed with renewed vigor, and it now 
seems certain that within a comparatively 
few years we will have our isthmian canal. 

“ The tax has been removed from denatured 
alcohol. This was done in response to a 
popular movement in all parts of the country, 
especially in thé middle west. Thie bill will 
be of inestimable advantage to the manu- 
facturing and agricultural] interests of the 
country and tend to increase the annual corn, 
potato, and beet crop millions of bushels, It 
has been said that it means untold millions 
of increased revenue to our agricultural and 
manufacturing interests. 


Step for Consular Reform. 


“ During the last session of congress an 
important step was taken in the direction 
of reorganization and reform of our consular 
service. This is of particular importance to 
the business interests of Chicago and other 
large cities. Complaints had been made 
for years of the inadequacy of our consular 
service. This bill grades the consuls, abol- 
ishes fees, and centains many other impor- 
tant features which will go far toward 
making the consular service of the United 
States superior to that of any other country. 

“A-vill for the preservation of Niagara 


mand fromr all parts of the country that this 
great Work of nature should not be rulned 
by the diversion of water for manufacturing 
purposes. Chicago was interested that no 
legislation should be enacted which would in 
any way prevent the use of sufficient waters 
from Lake Michigan for the Chicago drain- 
age canal. This legislation was not entire- 
ly satisfactory to Chicago, but it remains 
in force for only a sufficient length of time 
in order that the executive department may 
negotiate a treaty with Great Britain on the 
subject.” 

“A beginning was made during the last 
session to provide for the purchase of sites 
and buildings fot legations and embassies 
of the United States abroad. We made an 
appropriation for the purchase of an em- 
bassy at Constantinople. I hope that this 
movement will continue until the United 
States has its own embassies and legations 
is @yery country im the world, just as the 
other great nations heve. 


United States Courts in China. 


“ An important bill was also passed which 
will reform our extra-territorial system in 
China. Heretofore we have had irresponsi- 
ble consular courts in that country, with 
absolute authority to pass on all contro- 
versies in which American citizens were in- 
volved in that country, even to the extent 
of imprifenment and death. These courts 
were generally incompetent and sometimes 
corrupt. This bill will provide a regular 
Uriced States court for China, with compe- 
ten: judges, having all the qualifications of 
a United States judge in this country and 
with adequate provision for appeal. 

“We have ratified some important treaties, 

ane the work of the senate in connection 
with our foreign relations during the last 
session has been of considerable importance. 

“In conclusion, I wish to say a word in 
reference to Fresident Roosevelt. Too much 
credit cannot de given him for the work 
accomplished by congress during the past 
sessicn. He has constantly urged the pas- 
sage of these great measures, both privately 
and through his official messages, and it is 
doubtful, not to say improbable, whether we 
would have had railroad rate legislation, 
pure food legislation, meat in tion legis- 
lation, an isthmian cana) bill, consular re- 
form, or many Other important measures had 
it not been for the efforts of the president.

NO FRIVOLOUS HILARITY MARKS 
LAST DAY’S SESSION. 


No Singing of Songs, No Whistling 
of Merry Airs, No Gay Repartee 
Between Members—Formal Resolu- 
tion of Thanks Voted Unanimously 
to Vice President Fairbanks—Pre- 
siding Officer Makes Graceful Re- 
ply—Accord in Patriotic Purpose. 


Washington, D. C,, June 30.—[Special.}— 
The senate’s last day was as formal and as 
dignified as its best traditions demanded, 
and Vice President Fairbanks’ closing words 
were equal to the occasion. 

There was no song singing, no whtetiunn 
of merry airs, no gay repartee between the 
members. Hilarity of any sort was as ab- 
sent as it always is in the senate. During 
the long, tedious hours of waiting for the 
engrossing clerks to complete their task, the 
grave and venerable senators preserved their 
customary dignified demeanor, up to the last 
moment maintaining the traditions which 
give the senate its place as the greatest de- 
liberative body in the world. 


As Dissolution Approaches. 

It was 8 o'clock when the house resolu- 
tion fixing 10 p. m. as the time of the final 
adjournment of session was received and 
adopted, and 8 tors Nelson and Black- 
burn were appointed members on behalf of 
the senate to wait upon the president and 
inform him of the action taken, 

At 9:30 p. m. the vice president attached 
his signature to the public building bill, the 
last legislative act of the session, and a brief 
recess was taken. a 

At 9:40 Messrs. Neleon and Blackburn re- 
turned from their visit to the White house, 
and the former stated that the president 
had asked them to inform the senate that 
he had nothing further to communicate. 


Senate Thanks Vice President. 

Senator Nelson then took the chair and 
Senator Blackburn presented the following 
resolution: 

“The thanks of the senate are hereby ten- 
dered to’ the vice president for the digni- 
fied, impartial, and courteous manner in 
which he has presided over its deliberations 
during the present session.”’ 

The Kentucky senator said he had great 
satisfaction in being able to present the 
resolution, and he again expressed his ap- 
preciation and that of other members of the 
ecnate of “ the courtesy, efficiency, and fair- 
ness with which the vice president had dis- 
charged the duties of his office.’’ He added 
that in all the years of his service in the 
senate he had never known an occupant of 
the chair who more richly deserved this 


tribute. 


Vice President Is Gratified. 


The resolution was adopted unanimously. 
A few moments later the vice president en- 
tered the chamber and addressed the senate

enators, I shall always hold in grateful 
remembrance the resolution you have 
adopted personal to myself. Permit me to 
express to you my deep sense of obligation 
for the ufiform courtesy, kindness, and as- 
sistance which the chair has received from 
both sides of the chamber. 

“The session which ts closing has been a 
protracted and arduous one. Great questions 
have been debated in a manner worthy of the 
best traditions of the sqmate. Many sharp 
differences of opinion have been disclosed in 
the progress of the discussions, but they have 
béen only such as naturally arise in a forum 
where public measures of magnitude are de- 
termined after mature deliberation. There 
has been, of course, entire accord among 
senators in patriotic purposes.

verged upon a vaudeville act that would have 
done credit to a lot of schoolboys. Dignity, 
which in any event sits enthroned in 
the house, was thrown entirely to the winds: 
With perspiration wilting their collars and 
shining upon their smiling faces, the mem- 
bers rendered songs of ancient and ae 
vintage, shrieked with unalloyed delight at 
historic jokes, and listened enraptured to the 
whistling stunts performed by Representa- 
tive Fulkerson of Missouri. . 

The musical program was rendered under 
the inspiration of Director Jim Watson. of 
Indiana, who is the republican whip. Among 
his other accomplishments Watson is the 
leader of the choir in his home town at Rush- 
ville. His robust baritone voice rang 
through the house chamber with the eae 
of a steam siren. “Our Country, ° 
Thée,’’ he began, ER. Be nny ig Rote 
ings, and soon the familiar melody burst from 
every lip on the floor and in the gall 4 
and told more effectively than all the 
boyant speeches delivered at the capitol that 
with Americens their country is before all. 

Envious of the admiration the performance 
of Watson. had aroused, Charlie Landis, also 
of Indiana, sought to demonatrate to the 
house that a tenor who could excél Caruso 
had been lost to the world wher he embraced 
politics. Other more modest members, who 
hed not been able to open their*mouths on 
the floor save to vote “aye” or “no,” as 
their leaders. directed, fairiy reveled in the 
opportunity to hear their own voices, and 
they shrieked with an abandon which would 
have been ‘funny if it did not contain also 
elements of the pathetic. 


Fulkerson the Star. 


The star performer, however, was Fulker- 
eon of Missouri, who has been flattered into 
believing that he can earn a living on the 
stage if he should fa'l to continue in con- 
gress. Fulkerson is a ventriloquist and he 
has given Speaker Gannon considerable 
trouble by making a voice cry out from un- 
expected parts of the house. Today he whis- 
tled a song in both soprano and alto at the 
same time, and there were members present 
whe were heard to say this was an accom- 
plishment far beyond the oratory of a 
Demesthenes. They propose to take advan- 
tage of leisure time during the summer to 
emulate Mr. Fulkerson and regale the next 


- congress with their talent. 


There was jealousy on the democratic mde 
at the achievements of the republicans, so 
they started ‘*‘ Old Black Joe’ and “My Ol_ 
Kentucky Home,” in which the republicans 
joined. “Glory, Glory Hallelujah ’’ came 
along and then Watson struck up “ Dixie ”’ 
and the whole public went mad, northerners 
and southerners, westerners and easterners, 
forgetting sectionalism and joining in the 
rhythmic tune, under which the confederate 
soldiers marched to death and defeat.

Demonstration for Cannon. 
declaration of Mr. Cannon focused at- 
tention, upon him and everbody joined in 
singing. “ For He’s a Jolly Good Fellow.” 
Cheers for Speaker Cannon followedand then 
the house was electrified by the sight of 
John Sharp Williams, the minority leader, 
and Representative Dalzell, one of Speaker 
Cannon’s chief lieutenants, falling on each 
other’s necks in the general good feeling 
which prevailed. 
Representative Henry of Texas broke into 
the gayety with an apology forintroducing a 
mogt painful subject, but he deemed it only 
proper at the moment to ask unanimous con- 
sent that ten nmtinutes’ time be given John 
Wesley Gaines of Tennessee to discuss “‘ The 
Crime of '73."" But Gaines, for the first time 
in. his career, was modest and the man who 
has made more speeches than any other 
member could not be indyced to open his 
mouth in criticism of that great calamity. 
The final outburst was a parody on the 
overworked song, “ Everybody Worke but 
Father,” which was sung by the democrats 
as followe: 

Everybody works but Cannon, 

Amé he loafs ’round all day 

Presiding {n his office 

In a fascinating way. 

He’s supposed to be the Speaker, 

But Hines is the whole show; 

Everybody works in our House 

But Uncle Joe. 
This ended the vaudeville act. The house 
took a recess until 8:30 o'clock. Then the 
usual committee was named to inform the 
president that congress was ready to ad- 
journ. At 9:50 the committee reported that 
the president had aan more to commu- 
nicate. 

Speaker Oxunietts “Benediction.” 

Then Speaker Cannon rose and while ai- 
lence fell upon the chamber that but a little 
while before had rung with song and story 
he addressed the house as follows: 

“ The hour is at hand when under the terms 
of the concurrent resolution the first session 
of the fifty-ninth congress is to close. 

“I desire to return my thanks to each and 
all of the membership of the house for the 
uniform courtesy extended to myself as 
speaker.

Was Born on Long Island and Be-

New. York, June 30,—[Special.]—Capt. 
Hank Haff, who was skipper of many yachts 
which defended the America cup, died at 
his home in Islip, L. I., at midnight tonight 
from a complication of diseases. He had 
been ill some time. 

Capt. Haff was the most popular yacht 
skipper in this country and when in his prime 
no one could sail against him: with much hope 
of success. He had the faculty of making 
slow boats fast and fast boats faster, so he 
was always wanted when there was a big 
yacht race to be sailed. 


Was a Long Islander. 

He was a Long Isiander, and was born 
sixty-eight years ago. For the first seven- 
teen years of his life he lived on a farm at 
Islip, L. I. He began yachting in 1867 on 
the sloop Evelyn, owned by Edgar E. Holly. 

In 1886 he made his first appearance in a 
race for the America cup and gailed the 
sloop Mayflower successfully against the Ga- 
latea. Next year he had charge of the Vol- 
unteer in its races against the Thistle. The 
Titania was another of the famous yachts 
of which he hag charge and later he sailed 
the Volunteer. In 1901 he was chosen by 
Thomas W. Lawson to sail the Independence. 

In 1905, when tha Defender was built, Capt. 
Haff was its skipper. He had charge of 
the Defender when that yacht was fouled 
by the Valkyrie. Although its topmast was 
badly sprung, Capt. Haff succeeded tn nurs- 
ing the yacht around the cOurse an@ came 
near winning. Afterward) he was a witness 
at the Investigation which resulted in Lord 
Dunraven being expelled from the New York 
Yacht club. 

Two Sons Are Yacht Skippers. 

Capt. Haff has two sons who are. yacht 
skippers, Harry, who sails the Weetamoe; 
and Clayton, who for some years was skipper 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt's yachts. Since re- 
tiring from yachting Capt. Haff has Hved at 
Islip. A year ago he and his wife became 
ill at the same time. Mrs. Haff died, and the 
health of the veteran skipper has not been 


good since then.

GOREMYKIN CABINET OUT? 


Grand Duke Declares Its’ Retire- 
ment Has Been Definitely 
Decided Upon. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ST. PETERSBURG, June 30.—The last and 
most fatal symptom of the approaching rev- 
olution, has been developing the past few 
Gays with surprising rapidity. The break- 
dewn of military discipline throughout. the 
empire has produced among the government 
officials the same consternation as the in- 
mates of a burning house might feel whea 
the fire escape was found useless. The sense 
of despair whicli is gathering around Peter- 


| hof deepens as each day brings fresh evidence 


of the extent socialism hes invaded the rank 
and file of the army. There is no plot against 
the dynasty traceable nor any movement 
among military societies againet the doumea. 
There is abundant proof, on the other hand, 
that the socialist agents have made great 
progress in educating the peasant conscripts 
to the frame of mind which made last win- 
ter’s general strike of working people pos- 
sible. 

The military and police now are angrily 
stamping out the movement wherever de- 
tected in the vast line of barracks which 
separates Peterhof on the landward side 
from the capital. A gang of their men threw 
three engineers employed in the workshop 
of the artillery school at Knasnoyeselo into 
the lake yesterday because they were agi- 
tating socialism among the troops learning 
gunnery. When nearly drowned they .were 
extracted and imprisoned. 


Musicians Also Are Victims. 


Two.other victims were the musicians who 
began the propaganda in the First battalion 
of the Preokrajensky regiment. They were 
highly certified graduates of the Petersburg 
conservatory and members of the finest mil- 
itary bepd in the empire. It is known that 
the medical corps and the hospital orderlies 
are actively helping in this. movement to- 
make the army a weapon which henceforth 
will refuse to strike. 

It is thought by the Russian people that 
the greatest success they have achieved yet 
was at Tamboff, when the regiment, brought 
to town to fire on the crowd, fired, instead, 
on the police. The immediate effect of all 
this is to make the government really eager 
to cling to the douma and despite appear- 
ances to the contrary it may g0 some way 
towards accepting the douma’s report on the 
Bialystok massacre and placing the offfcers 
accused therein on trial. 

The troops of the Odessa garrison have 
adopted a petition to the douma asking it to 
send a delegation of members to examine 
on the spot the grievances of all the 
branches of the service. The petition is ad- 
dressed to the labor. party of the douma 
and demands that troops from Kars and 
Tiflls be sent to Batoum, where the mutiny 


continues. 
Downfall of Cabinet Predicted. 


The downfall of the Goremykin ministry, 
whose blundering attempts to bridge the 
chasm between the government and parlia- 
ment, have resulted only in widening the 
breach now fs virtually an accomplished 
fact if the statement of a grand duke to 
this effect can be accepted. 

According to the grand duke, the decision 
finally has been taken to bow to the demand 
of parliament and dismiss the present min- 
istry and to make no attempt to impose a 
forced recess upon parliament. 

The difficulty of forming a new cabinet 
ia likely to delay the announcement of Pre- 
mier Goremykin’s retirement several days. 
Neither the press nor the public is aware of 
the final decision taken at Peterhof. 


Terrorists Rob at Warsaw. 
WARSAW, June 80.—A band of terrorists 


r attacked the city paymaster this afternoon 


while he was riding in a cab, robbed him of 
$1,500 -and escaped. Another band robbed 
the gas works paymaster of $1,250 and es- 
caped, and a third band robbed the office of 
Neufelds Bedstead factory of $875. This lat- 
ter band, while running away, shot and 
wounded three workmen. One of this band 
was cornered, when, seeing that escape was 
impossible, he committed suicide. 


TURKISH SOLDIERS IN MUTINY. 


Sixteen Battalions at Hodeida Rebel 
and Hundreds Are Shot Down 
by the Loyal Troops.

ADEN, Arabfa, June 30.—Advices from 
Hodeida say that sixteen battalions of Tur- 
kish troops, who are serving at the front, 
mutinied and started for Sanaa, the capital 
of Yemen, In Arabia, demanding that they 
be sent home, The commander in chief or- 
dered the forts and regulars to open fire on 
the mutineers, and hundreds were killed.

David M. Hyland, known around the city 
hall as the man who never took a vacation, 
died yesterday morning at St. Anthony's 
hospital. He had been chief operator and 
assistant city electrician in the fire alarm 
telegraph office for thirty-five years. Be- 
fore that he was a driver in the fire depart- 


In all those years Mr. Hyland took only 
one vacation. That was eight years ago, 
when he went to Kentucky to buy horses. He 
had such an experience with moonshiners, 
who mistook him.and his party for revenue 
officers, that he never cared to leave Chicago 
again. 

Many of his friends never knew him by any 
other name than the “ Kid.”’ He received 
this nickname on account of his youthful 
appearance when he first joined the fire de- 
partment, and it stuck to him all through 
life. He was only 16 years old when he en- 
tered the department as a driver. On sev- 
eral occasions persons who inquired for Mr. 
Hyland by his right name were turned away 
because they did not know his nickname. 


Schoolmate of the Pinkertons. 

Mr. Hyland was born in Lowell, Mass., 
fifty-eight years ago and came to Chicago 
when a mere boy. He was a sudent at Notre 
Dame university, South Bend, Ind., with 
Robert and William A. Pinkerton, and they 
were among his closest friends. In his day 
Mr.. Hyland also chummed with A. 8S. Trude, 
Sheriff Tom Barrett, Dr. Leonard 8t. John, 
who was his physician during his last iliness, 
and Fred D. Foss, who worked with him in 
the telegraph office for many years. 

He was fonder of trotting horses than any- 
thing else. He had a string of several at 
various times, and many of them won good 
purses for him. His health began to fail last 
January and he was compelled to give up 
work. He formerly resided at 3301 Forest 
averue, but the funeral tomorrow morning 
will be held at the residence of his only sur- 
viving relatives, his brother John and a sis- 
ter, at I Park avenue. Services will be 
held also at St. Matthew's Roman Catholic 
ehurch, Francisco avenue and Walnut street. 
Interment will be at Calvary. 

Captured by “Moonshiners.” 


When Mr. Hyland went into Kentucky to 
buy horses, according to one of his friendsin 
the fire alafm office, he learned of a string 
of thoroughbreds in the mountains. He start- 
ed over the mountains, but hadn’t gone far 
when he and his party were captured by 
moonshiners and kept for several daysina 
cave with little or. nothing to eat. 

The moonshinerg finally accepted the ex- 
planation of the Tilinois men that they had 
gone into that wild region to buy horses and 
released them, but they were allowed to pro- 
ceed to their destination only under an escort 
of two men, one of whom remained constant- 
ly with them. The other mountaineers went 
on ahead half a day’s journey. The party 
was allowed to Wwok at the horses, but not to 
take them away. Arrangements were made 
by. the mountaineers to have the string de- 
livered at a town and the horses were there 
at the appointed time. 

Often when any one would drop into the 
fire alarm office Mr. Hyland would tell the 
story of the mountain trip and how they got 
their whisk? by leaving a couple of jugs, 
with a silver dollar under each of them, 
about 100 yards out of camp: After a time 
they would go back and find the jugs filled. 


Praised by Former Chief. 

“Mr. Hyland was a genial companion and 
a good friend,” said John P. Barrett last 
night. “ He was a driver during the great 
Chicago fire. Afterwards he was trans- 
ferred at his request to the city fire alarm 
office, where he was a lineman in the repair 
department. Some time after my appoint- 
ment as city electrician/I appointed him 
chief operator, he having learned telegraphy 
in the meantime, and he held that position 
nearly thirty years. He was a democrat, but 
never took much interest in politics.”

Trouble for Two Years. 

Ever since Tennes and the Smith-Perry- 
White combination differed in opinion about 
details of their business two years ago there 
has been trouble for gamblers in Chicago. 
It is understood that the police have made 
it practically impossible to gamble in ‘Chi- 
cago, but the bookmakers themselves admit 
that it is the troubles which they have made 
themselves that “‘ killed the business."’

First honors in the Marathon race yes- 
terday fell to Thomas J. Hicks, winner of the 
Olympian Marathon at St. Louis in 1904. 
The event was run as.a special feature of the 
Central A. A. U. championship games at 
Marshall field, the finish of the long run being 
around the oval at the university grounds. 

The winner's time was three hoursand two 
minutes, which was over thirteen minutes 
faster than the record made by Rhud Metz- 
ner in the same event run by the new Illinois 
Athletic club last fall. 

Second place was secured by Alexander 
Thibeau, who carried the colors of the North- 
west Skating club of Chicago. His time was 
8:05:45,. and the showing made by the local 
man was considered remarkable considering 
the fact he came from the rear after half 
the distance had been covered and finished 
ahead of cracks like Hatch and Corey. 

Hatch was third in 3:08:15. The River For- 
est boy, who last spring won fame by taking 
the St. Louis Marathon from a star field, ran 
like an Indian courier, and finished five min- 
utes in the lead of Albert Corey, the veteran 
French runner.” Others who traltled in after 
Corey were Louis Marks of the First Regl- 
ment A. A. in 3:18:40; George Zanatta, unat- 
tached, in 8:31:00; and Lambros Lambrakis, 
the Greek, who ran it in 3:39:00. Out of thir- 
ty-four starters fifteen succeeded in reach- 


ing*the goal. 
Start Made at Evanston. 


The grind started at 2 0’clock at the Evans- 
tun Golf club, about three miles north of the 
lake shore suburb. Six entries were 
scratched. The starters kept together only for 
the tirst half mile, and for the entire distance 
the contest was a stragglingone. A refresh- 
ing wind from the northwest blew steadily 
upon the backs of the perspiring runners. At 
Austin street Lambrakis, Corey, and Zanatta 
were abreast and alternating pace. A good 
half mile ahead and running strong were 
Hicks and D. J. McKneeland, also from 
Bostcn. Following Corey and the other two 
with him was’ Match. Coming down Ridge 
avenue the runners left the brick pavement 
and took to the grass along the sidewalks. 

When the turn was made at Pratt avenue 
Corey and Zanatta had pulled away from 
l.ambrakis. ‘Hicks had deserted his fellow- 
citizen, Kneeland, and widened the gap be- 
tween himself and the rest. The contestants 
began thinning out before Cornelia avenue 
wus reached. Here Louls Chanenson of R. T. 
Crane high school led, but later he gave up 
and was not heard fromagain. Hicks s09n 
took the lead, and as it later turned out he 
never was again headed. Coming through 
Ilincvin park many sought the shade of ‘tie 
‘rees along the drive and plodded gasping 
between the lanes of spectators. At the end 
of the park Kar! Heim, who had been doing 
well up to that point, suddenly gave out and 
was taken aboard the automobile of Josepl’ 
Gunther, who was one of the judges. 

Possible Protest Talked Of. 

The turning of the Rush street bridge 
caught Marks and Hatch on the north ap- 
proach, and in the interim Kneeland came 
up. The delay at the bridge was consider- 
able, and before the structure again swung 
into place several minutes had elapsed. The 
understanding’ had been that if such a delay 
eccurred the time lost would be credited at

Such is the effect of the automobile craze 
that people who live in Kensington prefer to 
live out of town and those who are rich 
ehough to live in the fashionable parts of 
Mayfair only inhabit their houses by fitsand 
starts. The week end habit, which means 
you pass three days out of seven out o. town, 
has become de rigueur and has given the 
finalblew to anything like the continuity in 
the “Lofidon season as im the good times of 
yore. 

Discussing the summer exodus from Lon- 
don and the curtailment of the season, one 
gsociety woman gave yet another version, 
which is this: that rates and taxes have risen 
to such exorbitant heights that people with 
large houses and moderate means cannot 
afford to pay the sums asked.

At 
the back is a steering apparatus, consisting 
of two part on each side and under the 
balloon. The apparatus works in a similar 
manner as the feather of an arrow. 

The gonodola is fastened twenty-seven feet 
under the balloon by means of steel ropes.

Articles Associated with Latayette,

ics and souvenirs will be sold at Christie's 
next Tuesday that should prove of excep- 
tional interest to American collectors. . The 
first thirty-two lots mentioned in, the cata-’ 
logue are all connected with the American 
war of independence in general and more 
particularly with the marquis de Lafayette, 
Others are associated with John Quincy 
Adams, Henry Clay, Andrew Jackson, 
Thomas Jefferson, James Madison, George 
Washington, and James Monroe, and are of 
immense historical interest. 

From an artistic point of view, the chief 
feature of the sale will be a life size bust of 
George Washington by L. J. Pilon, executed 
in marbie. Washington is represented in a 
military tunic draped with a cloak. 


Monumental Vase of Silver. 

Besides this there is a monumental vase of 
silver gilt made by Fianconnier aad rresent- 
ed by the people of France in 1839.0 « ™ar- 
quis de Lafayette. This gigar'ic vase, whic: 
is more remarkable for richp: ss of detail and 
weight of metal than for ar:fui « beauty, was 
paid for by penny subscriptions, so that the 
statement that it was preseated “ by the peo- 
ple of France” acquires almost literal sig- 
nificance. 

The vase is of classic form with fluted ten- 
dril handles springing from lions’ masks.

Canada Not in Position to Profit 


by Disclosures in the 
United States. 


DEMAND FOR REFORMS. 


Hogs Marketed Which Had Been 
Fed on Careasses of Horses 
Dead of Glanders. 


Ottawa, Canada, June 28.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—When President Roosev 
disclosed the methods of packers in the 
United States there was a great shout all 
along this side of the line at the opening 
that would be made for the.“ superior” 
product of the Canadian plante. Speeches 
were delivered and editorials written, and 
everybody congratulated everybody else, and 
from the other side of the Atlantic came 
hurried cables with assurances that eince the 
American: disclosures the British government 
had stipulated that all tinned meats for the 
army and navy should come from Canada. 

It seemed to be about unanimously taken 
for granted that all Canadian packing es- 
tablishments were models and all Canadian 
tinned goods prepared for consumption under 
unexceptional sanitary and other conditions, 
But tn a few days revelations of a disquieting 
character came to light and these led to a 
public demend for the appointment of 
municipal, provincial, and federal inspectors 
in all branches of the packing business. 

he capital; it wes discovered, was being 
used as a dump for dressed meats rejected 

other cities. In Toronto the provincial 
actory inspectors reported fertilizer plants 
working in close proximity to the plants 
where canned products, bologna sausages, 
and meat puddings were made. The odor 
from the fertilizing plants was described as 
“ disgusting,’ and immediate action was 


urged. ; 
“Meat Scandal® at Ingersoll. 

There was what the papers called “ a meat 
scandal” at Ingersoll, where the slaughter- 
ing apparatus, fittings, and so forth were 
Officially declared to be unclean, reform be- 
ing urgently required. A herd of calves, 
from 1 day to2 weeks old, was awaiting ship- 
ment to London, Ont., for canning, which 
were entirely unfit forhuman food. At Win- 
nipeg and elsewhere in Manitoba the condi- 
tions were such that the government ordered 
an investigation of the provincial abattoirs. 
If the state of affairs disclosed in and around 
Ottawa is a fair indication of conditions pre- 
vailing elsewhere in Canada, there is urgent 

The inspector in one week confiscated un- 
sound beef, pork, veal, and poultry. In one 
case a hog brought to By Ward market 
proved to be actually green from decompos!- 
tion. It had been sold by a Russel! farmer 
to a Montreal buyer, who refused to receive 
it on the ground that if he did so it would 
be rejected. 

The animal was taken‘back from the rail- 
way station to the farni, died on the way, 
and was killed and dresseii for Ottawa. Pre- 
viously to that it transpired that a large deal- 
er in hogs outside the capital was in the habit

Churches Oppose Divorce Bill. 

The Macintosh divorce bill passed the houre 
this week after a short but sharp discussion 
in which the question was again raised of the 
establishment of a divorce court for the 
dominion generally to replace the system of 
“relief” by act of parliament introduced fn 
the senate and passed by both houses, Since 
the decision in the Spain divorce case the 
shortcomings of the present methods have 
been mercilessly assailed, right and left. 
But the Roman Catholic and Anglican high 
church senators and members bar the way to 
a change and resist every attempt to provide 
further facilities for divorce in Canada. 

“ Relief’ by act of parliament is purposely 
a cumbrous, tedious, and most costly process, 
intended to discourage divorce and place as 
many obstacles as possible in the way of di- 
vorce bills. The meetings of the senate di- 
vorce committee to hear applications for re- 
lief are private, and the evidence is never 
allowed to become public unless some mem- 
ber of parliament or interested person se- 
cures a copy when printed and allows it asa 
matter of public interest to be used. 

The whole thing works badly, and one of 
the results is to send numbers of Canadians 
to the United States yearly to be freed from 
ties that have become unbearable and which 
no one west of New Brunswick, except in 
British Columbia, oan hope to sever on this 
side of the line. The maritime provinces and 
British Columbia are the only parts of the 
dominion in which divorce courts exist.

BERLIN, June 18.—The German socialist 
party is mu... concerned as to what will be 
the fate of Rosa Luxemburg, one of its lead- 
ing members, who for months has been a 
prisoner in Warsaw. During the height of 
the Russian revolution she returned to her 
former home in the #olish capital under an 
assumed name. Whether she took an active 
part in the great uprising is not certain, but 
she was found in the company of the revolu- 
tionists and thrown in a dirty prison. 

Frau Luxemburg's arrest has also raised a 
diplomatic question between the Russian and 
German governments. As she was born in 
Warsaw the Russian government maintains 
that she is a Russian citizen, even though 
married toa German. Germany has not been 
active in interceding.in her behalf. 

In connection with the Laxemburg matter 
is a charge recently made by the Berlin so- 
clalist organ, the ‘Vorwirts, that the, Prus- 
sian police issued a false pass to a Russian 
citizen to become a Prussian spy. The bit- 
terest, adversary of the socialist organ, the 
Berlin Post, in return maintains that Frau 
Luxemburg and her private secretary also 
entered Russia on false passports. 

Rosa Luxemburg is one of the ablest and 
most aggressive of the women leaders of the 
German socialist party. She wields an ex- 
cellent pen, is an eloquent speaker, and at 
many conyentieons of the socialists has’ 
crossed swords with the ablest of the more 
conservative elements of the party. 

Frau Luxemburg’s arrest is also respon- 
sible for the death of Eduard Teplitz, a 
young merchant. She lived in his house. 
Teplitz, it is said, was murdered by the 
revolutionists for having denounced her to 
the Police. ‘ 

German Penetrates Tibet. 


The German scientific world has been much 
interested in a report just received from Dr. 
Albert Tafel, the first German traveler to ex- 
plore Tibet. News was sent by him from 
Hsifig-F'u, in the Chinese province of Kansu, 
where he spent some days before entering 
Tibet. From Hsing-Fu Dr. Tafel went to 
Quetae and then a distance up the Hoangho 
and over the Tossun-nor mountains. ‘He 
crossed from there the Hoangho basin and 
Tangla mountains to northern Lhassa. By 
way of Tsclamdo and up the Mekong he 
hopes to return to China. 

Dr. Tafel’s caravan consisted of horses, 
mules, with the needed drivers, a few sheep, 
four Tibetan dogs, and a faithful fox terrier. 
The expedition is accompanied by eight men, 
of which half are Dungans (Mohammedans) 
and the other four Chinese soldiera. 

The amban of Hsing-Fu issued to Dr. 
Tafel an ‘excellent pass, representing him as 
a merchant, 
golian, and Tibetan. It is not believed that 
Tafel will meet Swen Hedin, the Swedish ex- 
_plorer. 

Before leaving Hsing-F'u Dr. Tafel gave a 
big dinner to several mandarins who had 
entertained him. The explorer writes that 
it was a most trying ordeal to play the 
Chinese host. But at the same time he de- 
clares that a Christian missionary, one of his 
guests, who has been in China, did no bet- 
ter. According to Chinese etiquette, Dr. 
Tafel had to‘run down his meal and in return 
praise his guests. At the end of thirty 
courses the: host declared that he had given 
them nothing, although everything usually 
found on a Chinese table was served, such 
bird nests, snails, and rotten 
eggs. Thy Chinese smoked during the whole 
meal. Dt. Tafel writes that his dinner was 
fearfully excellent. 

Dr. Tafel, although only 29 years old, has 
already achieved quite a reputation as a 
naturalist.

‘If the report nasieden to contain some of 
the letters received from those who have 
been benefited by the vacation made possible 
through the relief machinery the reader is 
stil more impressed by the worthiness of 
the work. For there is no doubt that, de- 
spite occasional mistakes, which are natural 
fn any such enterprise, great care is taken 
in selection of those who are most worthy, 
so that the best possible results may be ob- 
tained from the money invested in a human 
life. What always appears remarkable is 
the exceedingly smal] amount of money 
needed to accomplish a great deal of good. 
For this reason the humblest giver may fee! 
sure of a practical use of his offering, a 
dollar being enough to pay for an outing for 
some one, and twice that sum working won- 
ders where machinery of organization and 
admiristration has been perfected. 


RATE REGULATION. 

When public sentiment and a président 
marcilnjand in hand congress has to yield 
to them. The urgent appeals of President 
Roosevelt for the enactment of a railroad 


if he had not had public sentiment behind 
him. He spoke to congress as its repre- 
sentative and the reluctant senate liad to 
yield to him and it. 

This. new railroad legislation is not, 
hasty and unreflecting. It closes a period 
of discussion which has lasted for nearly 
forty years. Soon after the end of the 
civil war the people, especially in the 
west, became conscious of the abuses 
practiced at their expense by fhe rail- 
roads. The granger agitation and state 
action ensued. After patient trial it was 
discovered that the states could not give 
the full relief that was needed; and the 
people asked for national regulation of the 
roads. 

It was recommended by President 
Arthur in 1883, but it was not until] 1887 
that the interstate commerce law 
enacted. The genera! belief was that it 
would remedy the evils then complained 
of. It failed to do so, although it accom- 
plished much good. The interstate com- 
mnerce commission, shorn of the powers /t 
first thought it had, was not discouraged: 
It investigated and recommended. It 
made abuses a matter of record. It edn- 
cated the people. The sentiment it cre- 
ated had some effect upon the railroads. 
When the Supreme court decided that 
the commission had not the power to give 
relief by ordering a road to substitute a 
just rate fixed by. it for an unjust one, it 
indicated the next step which should be 
taken in the direction of effective railroad 
regulation. Years had to pass before 
that step was taken. The roads fought 
the proposed legislation as passionately 
as if they’ believed it would destroy them. 
They had able supporters in congress, bat 
the battle in that forum has gone against 
them. 

The conflict has been shifted to the 
courts. Every word of the new law will 
be fought over there, The constitutional 
arguments made by senators will be re- 
peated by lawyers. The authority of con- 
gress to delegate to a commission the 
power to prescribe a rate will be disputed. 
That is the vital feature of the law. If 
the Supreme court shall. uphold the an- 
thority of congress, as it presumably will, 
the rest will be easy. There may prove 
to be defects in the law. It may fail to 
give all the full and immediate _ relief 
which is hoped for. Few laws dv. But 
time will reveal whatever inadequacies 


rate law would have accomplished nothing | 


was! 


the rate measure may have, and it wil! 
be a comparatively easy matter to attend 
to them. 

Even if the courts shall give to every 
word and phrase of the law the sig- 
nificance and effect its framers meant 
they should have, the railroads will dis- 
cover that, while the new legislation will 
prevent the commission of unjust acts by 
them and will compel them to deal fairly 
with their customers, {t will prejudice 
their real interests In no particular. It 
is fortunate for th~m that their efforts to 
defeat the new law were futile. 


IS NEW YORK MUSICAL? 

Is New York a “sham musical city’? 
Mr. E. I. Prime-Stevenson, long time a 
musical critic in that city and a connois- 
seur of note, now living abroad, writes to 
the New York Independent a cheerfully 
affirmative answer to the above question 
and sets forth his reasons for the asser- 
tion. New York has no “thoroughly 
good, vitalized local orchestra,” which i# 
the first thing that makes a city. music- 
ally superior, and it does not care to have 
one. Its choral music is inadequately 
represented and cannot compare with that 
of “cojntless second class and smaller 
musical cities in Europe.”” There is no 
support for chamber music, and there. is 
not “one adequately. good, well planned, 
acoustically successful, hall for large or- 
chestral and choral concerts In New 
York.” P | 

Mr. Prime-Stevenson is no less icono- 
clastic and severe when he comes to dea] 
with the Metropolitan opera house, New 
| York’s musica] pet.. He condemns it ‘as 
a hall of ji ssible dimensions for much 
other than‘ Wagner or Meyerbeer, “a 
huge, glaring operatic hall with bad 
acoustics,” made to show off women and 
their dresses, hung with heavy draperies 
and carpeted with thick pile which de- 
stroy all resonance, and built in “the 
noisest and most dangerously, inconven- 
iently crowded corner of New  York’s 
daily scramble,” where “the trains and 
street venders are heard above Margue- 
rite, or Tosea, or Briinhilde”’ It has a 
second or third class orchestra, ‘‘ small 
for the house, jaded, and.pf hack quality.” 
The chorus is “inefficient, huddled to- 
gether, of dubious material, mixed nation- 
alities, and still of a visible and unes- 
thetic antiquity net to be loved in opera 
choruses or old shoes.” As to the stars, 
“their equals and superiors are to be 
pointed out all dbout Europe, beard right 
and left, and as to many instances may 
be reckoned as much surpassed.” Lastly, 
‘Mr. Prime-Stevenson goes yigorously for 
the New York critics—who, by the way, 
have no mean opinion of themselves— 
and says they simply make an effort “ for 
obscure, rhetorical phrasé making; for 
writing all around a topic, with no edge, 
no point; for not criticising; for not say- 
ing how things are, or how they are done, 
vr how they should be done.” 

A bolt ouT of the clear sky could hardly 
have caused greater consternation than 
this onslaught of a famous New York 
critic upon New York music and musical 
criticism, and his unprecedented audacity 
in pronouncing both a sham. The New 
York critics have risen in their wrath and 
are calling him al) sorts of names. Per- 
sonal vituperation rather than cool, calm 
answers to his assertions characterize 
their attacks. — Meanwhile, as their shots 
are fired at long distance, Mr. Prime- 
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Stevenson, now ebidilin He NRE 
abroad, they will do him little harm. . It 
is more to the point that he has had the 
| courage to do this much needed piece of 
work, for of all insufferable inflictions 


New York’s musical pretensions and some 


of its so-called criticism must take the 
palm. In closing, Mr. Prime-Stevenson 
says: ‘“ Many American cities are mod- 
estly far in advance of New York as to 
real musica] interest, public musical life, 
and its aids,” and among these cities Chi- 
cago is mentioned first. Of course Chica- 
go has long been aware of this, but it 
would not have been modest for Chicago 
to say what Mr. Prime-Stevenson has 
said for her, and said so truthfully. 


COLD STORAGE. 

During one of the debates on the meat 
inspection measure Senator Heyburn of 
Idaho said that not:only should cans be 
stamped but that “ the carcasses that hang 
in cold storage gn Pennsylvania avenue 


here, for instance, which have been there “ 
sometimes for more than two years, should | 


| 


also be stamped.”” The senator has nosym- 
pathy for the cold storage system. He 
said that after carcasses have been in cold 
storage more than four months they enter 
on a condition of disintegration that is 
injurious, and that results In the outside 
fat becoming from day to day more unfit 
for consumption. He explained that it 
is impossible to get a cut of ,roast beef 
with the outside fat. on it, even in the best 
hotels and restaurants, because that fat 
got rancid and strong. The senator re- 
lated an instance where a carcass of choice 
meat of exceptionally fine appearance was 
sent to.a camp of workmen. It was solid, 
almost frozen, but it put eighty workmen 
in the hospital within twenty-four hours, 
because it had been in cold storage for 
over two years. 

Senator Heyburn says he broke wp the 
cold storage business in his home city. 
fle cannot break it upgenerally. It is of 
too much value to producers and consum- 
ers. But, like other good things, it may 
be carried to excess. Meats, poultry, and 
other articles may be kept too long. Pu- 
tridity or offensive smells may be absent 
but ptomaines may have been generated. 
Poultry kept in cold storage beyond a cer- 
tain time becomes chippy and flavorless. 
The difference between it and a fresh fowl 
is “immediately distinguishable. 

The danger of overdoing cold storage 
has been recognized by the Chicago health 
department. It is not so ultra in its senti- 
ments as Senator Heyburn. It does not 
wish to break up the cold storage system 
but only to regulate it, and to reasonable 
regulation there should be no’ opposition. 
The ordinance which it has drafted pro- 
vides among other things that the date 
when an article is put in cold storage 
shall be stamped on it and that nothing 
shall be allowed to stay in cold storage 
more than six months. The cold storage 
people claim that the time limit is un- 
reasonable. They say that eggs will keep 
for nine months and poultry for a year. 
They protest against the stamping of 
goods. Butter with a Chicago brand on it 
eould not be s6ld in England as Irish but- 
ter. 

The subject has been in the council for 
some months. It thas been discussed In 
committee at great length. The commit- 
tee, unable to decide between conflicting 
views, might properly appeal to disinter- 
estéd experts, if there be any, for an 
opinion as to whether the six months’ fim- 
itation is a just one. If the verdict be 
tnat it is it Should be enforced. There is 
one provision in the ordinance to which no 
exception is taken. It is that all articles 
in cold storage shall be subject to inspection, 
so that those found to be in bad condition 
may be condemned. It would be something 
gained to pass an ordinance which went no 
farther than that, and legislate farther 
when more fully advised. 

The health officers of the city should 
keep a watchful eye on the slaughter- 
houses, the packing houses, the cold stor- 
age houses, and the restaurants. 


“ THERE’S NO PLACE LIKE ‘HOME. 6 

With the close of school and the approach 
of hot »veather a rush has begun for the 
motntains, the lakes, and the country. From 
an educational standpoint the summer mi- 
gration has a certain value for the chil- 
dren, although probably this value is exag- 
yerated in anticipation. Older people some- 
times find 4 need of mental relief which can 
come only with a total change of scene. 
Rut in general, for a comfortable summer, 
there is no place like home. 

The charm of Chicago as a summer resort 
is felt by an increasing number of visitors 
from the south and west. Last summerthe 
prevalence of the southern accent in stores, 
hotels, and places of amusement was attrib- 
uted to the yellow fever scare. As amatter 
of fact, people simply became aware of a 
movement which had been gaining force for 
years. Chicago has an average temperature 
in summer lower than that of any other 
large city in the United States. It presents 
the largest number of amusement parks and 
open theaters of any city. Pleasant excur- 
sion« can be made in al! directions, by hand 
and by water. Golf links and other open 
air resorts are numerous. All the luxuries 
of the country are accessible to those who 
ean pay for them, while a modest purse finds 
more for the money here than elsewhere. 
Music. lectures, sermons,«pictures, books, 
and. other helps to pass the time are here in 
profusion. No wonder that people from 
other places like to come here. ? 

Rut the citizen of Chicago has open to 
him everything that a stranger may find 
and the comforts of home added. He does 
not need to buy for himself and family 
elaborate ouffits to wear in summer hotels. 
Iie may sit in his den or on the porch or in 
the yard in his oldest or most comfortable 
clothes. He need not pack a trunk or lug 
a satchel. His sleep at night is not dis- 
turbed by unfamiliar noises or by unusual 
stillness. Hie does not have to eat in a 
hut, crowded room, where flies buzz and gos- 
sips buzz louder. He has no reason to worry 
about plans for the day. If he is at work 
thet matter settles itself, and if he has his 
week or fortnight of vacation there’are al- 
ways things to do whieh have been post- 
poned to this time. In the meantime the 
children are playing with their usual com- 
panions, and are finding opportunity to viait 
the parks and other places of interest-in 
their own city which other people come far 
to see. The summer girl in the city has an 
immense advantage over the summer girl 
at a resort, if she only makes the best use 
of her time. The whole family can be more 
comfortable and happy at home in summer 
and the money saved may make the winter 
more comfortable, too. 

When Dr. Holmes wrote his poem on in- 
tramural sestivation or the discomfort of 
spending summer in the city, it was not Chi- 
eago which he had in.mind. Chicago has 
the breezes of the northern wilderness and 
the comforts of home. It has the trees and 
grass of country landscapes and the luxuries 
of a metropolis. Hurrying away from the 
thesia! is a foolish habit, borrowed from less 
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‘this abuse.

The penitentiary is coming to be re- 
garded more and more as a place for men 
to become penitent. © The ‘efforts toward 
prison reform begun by John Howard and 
Elizabeth Fry have been carried on by 
other philanthropists until the idea cf 
punishment has yielded to the idea of pre- 
paring prisoners for. future usefulness. 
The comfort or the-improvemMent of the 
prisoner was a thing of no importance so 
long as the thought was to prevent crime 
by the terrors of jail life. When it was 
fully realized that no terrors cf the law 
would keep men from. the commission of 
offenses, attention was-~ directed to the 
reclamation of offenders. Heredity, en- 
vironment, and other predisposing causes 
were given their full weight, and the view 
was taken that in all sane men was & 
germ of goo which might be developed. 
The physical, mental, and spiritual needs 
of prisoners were considered. Without 
losing sight of the fact that the safety of 
the community requires the seclusion of 
those whose criminal impulses cannot 
otherwise be controlled, all well ordered 
prisons now aim at the reform of all pris- 
oners capable of reform. 

Under the old theory it was desirable 
that. a man who had once been in prison 
should be easily recognizable when re- 
leased, so that all might’be on their guard 
against him. The close cropped hair and 
prison pallor marked a man when first re- 
leased, and the lock step. which had be- 
come second nature to his museles, showed 
its effect in instinctite movements which 
an experienced eye readily understood. 
The man was branded as truly as if a 
brand were on his brow. 

Under the new theory a man is given 
every chance to prove that he is wiser 
and stronger than before. He is allowed 
to go his way among men like other men. 
The lock step has been abolished. The 
released prisoner has no mark to distin- 
guish him from other men. He has his 
chance. The need of the lock step for 
the protection of the priscn guards is no 
longer felt. Wéuith inerensed care inthe 
custody of prisoners escape is so infre- 
quent that it.is not taken into account. 
The stripes are abolished, because it is 
not necessary tobe able to trace a fleeing 
convict, and the possibility of an organ- 
ized rush for liberty is provided against 
by other means than the lock step, Here- 
after a released convict need not be 
haunted by the fear that his unconscious 
movements will betray his past to those 
who know him only as an honest man. 
If it proves unworthy, the law concerning 
habitual criminals is applied with all the 
severity necessary to prote*t the state, 
but the punishment is for the new offense, 
not for the old. Accounts are squared 
when prison is left behind.

THE WORTH OF KINDNESS. 

The old fable of the contest of the wind 
and the sun with the traveler’s cloak is re- 
called by the general order issued to com- 
manding officers of the police force by Chief 
Collins. Thete are two different policies 
which have commended themselves to per- 
sons in command, one that of the martinet 
who expects every one to do his full duty 
end does not believe in any commendation 
when that ideal is realized. His relation- 
ship to his‘subordinates is one of sternness, 
and he keeps every one ata distance, being 
under obligations to no one and permitting 
no one to be_under obligations to him. He 
may command respect for his abilities and 
the real worth which {fs seen beneath the 
gruff exterior, but ‘he seldom has warm 
friends, because he never shows friendliness 
to any one. The other policy is that of 
kindly interest, which seeks to bring Out the 
gsvod qualities in every employé, which has 
an encouraging word now and a suggestion 
or helpful criticism at another time. A 
thing well done, even if the doing,of it wel! 
was the only proper thing, gives occasion for 
commendation, and the possibility of promo- 
tion is mentioned when continued fidelity to 
duty is noted. Opinions differ as to the de- 
sirability of sternnese or kindly interest in 
business affairs and good arguments may be 
brought forward on either side as to their 


<relative value from the standpoint of net 


results. If human nature were considered 
the decision certainly would favor the side 
of kindly interest, for there is no one who 
is not pleased with commendation. 

The policeman in tiniform carries with 
him the suggestion of military discipline, 
and in that field the doing of duty is essentia! 
whether there is-any reward or not. Atthe 
same time the policeman has much to con- 
tend with. In case of any lapse he is re- 
ported. A little discourtesy -to a citizen, 
a mistake or questionable act when on duty, 
the feilure to realize the loftiest ideals in a 
time of great danger, may bring to him rep- 
rimand, suspension, or newspaper criticism 
which will make any sensitive being un- 
happy and discouraged. The complainant 
niways feels perfectly justified in his atti- 
tude in case of criticism of a policeman, 
Why should there mot be the same satisfac- 
tion in commending a man for courtesy, 
tact, bravery, or efficiency? Of course there 
is the danger that praise may turn a man’s 
head and thus the desired object of the 
praise be worse than lost, but, if the idea 
behind the order of the police chief were 
carried out honestly, without any playing 
of favorites, the effectiveness of the force 
might be improved. It is probable that 
many a brave act hy a policeman goes un- 
recoréed and unnoticed, where a little well- 
bestowed praise might prove comforting and 
encouraging. 


DUBIOUS SCHOOL BOARD THRIFT. 

In acquiring sites for school buildings 
and play grounds the board bf education 
sells any buildings occupying! these sites, 
leaving the purchasers to dd with them 
as they choose. The buildings are often 
moved to the rear portions of neighboring 
lots already occupied with other strne- 
tures. Needed yard space in crowded dis- 
tricts is often covered up in. violation of 
the building regulations conéerning light 
and air. The spirit if not the letter of 
the ordinance respecting fire limits is alsa@ 
violated. 

The city building department seems in 
many cases to have m'ssed vr ignored 
Two Italians, for instance, 
recently acquired old buildings in the 
fashion indicated and placed them on the 
rear portions of occupied lots in the vicin- 
ity of the. Dante school in the Nineteenth 
ward, contrary to the building code. 
Sofhe volunteers finally called the atten- 
tion of the building department to these 
violations of the city ordinances and the 
owners have now been notified to remove 
the structures. One of the owners has 
unsuccessfully besought the building and 
grounds committee for a refund of the 
price paid for his now useless old build- 
ing. These Italians should.never have 
been allowed by the building department 
to place these buildings m their new posi- 
tions.

A still surer method of preventing the 
evils in question would be for the school 
board to refuse hereafter to sell, except

School board thrift should not 
evade the demands of sound public policy 
respecting fire risks and housing condi- 
tions.

A SERMON FOR TODAY.. 
THE HEALING OF THE NATION 
BY HENRY F. COPE. 


The leaves of the tree were for the healing of the 
nations.—Réev. xxil., 2. 
HERE are fives so small that they never 
think beyond themselves; with others 
the Interest widens out to the Hmits 
of the home, the business, the city, the 
state, and with the full grown man, to 
the whole universe. This is the measure of a 
life. It dies itself and carries death to oth- 
ers when it lives only to itself. The inter- 
ests and activities beyond the individual, 
in cltizenship, im the sense of national and 
human life, make the whole and healthful 
life, 

The day forever has passed when we can 
think of the religious man as the one wha 
puts his fingers to his ears and flees from 
this world to some other and quieter one, as 
a dreargy enthusiast who knows nothing of 
the gutters of earth so occypied is he with 
the glories of heaven. What we need is more 
religion in our politics and less politics in 
our religion. 

We need more men who are determined 
that the grace of God shall be applied to our 
social, industrial, and national problems and 
that for our plous lamentations about the 
corruption and greed of wicked men we will 
substitute labor and personal sacrifice for 
political honesty and civil righteousness. 

Piety and patriotism are inseparable; he 
cannot be a good man who is not a good 
citizen. He who talks of politics as a dirty 
business and who hopes to enter the delights 
of the city above by neglecting the duties 
of citizenship here, never will know what 
those delights are. For will not the good 
Judge of all ask him, “ What have you done 
with your life, how much better {s your world 
for you? *. and in his silence the voice shall 
say, ‘‘Inasmuch-as ye did ft not for-one of 
these, ye did it not for me.”’ 

Men are not patriotic because they enjoy 
processions and picnics, or because they ap- 
plaud fire eating speeches that revive buried 
animosities. They glory in the battles they 
never fought an@ the victories for which they 
did not pay. The most gallant veterans are 
the men who were drafted and ‘switched 
around a few times in a box car before peace 
was declared. And now instead of paying 
the pri of peace by wrestling wit the 
problems “and sacrificing for the security of 
today, they are boasting of a past in whose 
glory they had no part. 

The man of religion needs to know that the 
best way he can serve heaven is by the serv- 
ice of earth, and the man of patriotic spirit 


that he can best serve his land by that sac-. 


rifice and devotion which we call religion. 
Too long have we gone lamenting the open 
sores of our national life, while yet carry- 
ing all the time the only balm that will heal 
them, perhaps ¢herishing that healing medi- 
cine‘ as too sacred for such common, secular 
service. 

The health of a nation depends on that of 
the ‘individuals. The best thing a mancan 
do for his country is to be a clean, honest, 
true, and helpful private citizen. What he 
is in his heart ts of more importance than 
what he may say or do ina public way. The 
glory of a nation is not In possessions, but 
in people; not In crops, but in character, and 
that which can set aright the human heart 
will heal and vitalize the whole nation. The 
ideals of religion in the individual He at the 
basis of the reality of righteousness tn the 
nation. 

If men only will do for the affairs of their 
city and state now the things they expect 
to do for the city celestial, if they will be now 
only what they hope to be then, the kingdom 
of heaven speedily will come ‘to the’ place 
and time to which it belongs, here and now. 
The healing for our woes, rest for our weari- 
ness, soothing for our sorrows, and relief for 
our oppressed cannot come by legislation. 
All this means new life and new life springs 
from within. Laws may make right paths, 
but the touch of the infinite, the dawn of 
divine love in the heart, and the power of 
heaven, born ideals alone will give the im- 
pulse to walk in them.

So that, speaking in the broad senbe, we regard 
memory as a faculty made up of three acts—namely: preserving cers 
train impressions, reproducing those impressions, and récognizing the 
two as the same. ee ' 

The basis of memory is the power of a nerve cell in the brain 
to perform a Yunction.in such a way as renders that cell more liable 
to perform te same function in the same way again. To take an 
example which may help to make this clear. The first time a nerve 
ceil does its work (whatever that may be), a lasting result is pro- 
duced in that cell. It has a cell memory, so to spé@ak. But that im- 
pression is apt to wear off unless the action of the cell is repeated, 
and the oftener the action is repeated the more fixed becomes the 
impression ‘or cell-memory. Suppose the function of the cell be to re 
ceive an impression of a certain smell. ' 

That produces a certain state of the cell which gives it a mem- 
ory of that smell. But if it have no further experience of that par 
ticular smell the impression will wear off. The cell will forget and 
fail to recognize a similar impression which comes to it at some dis- 
tant date. On the other hand, if the impression of that smell be re- 
peated daily for some time it becomes a fixed one and will be’ recog- 


nized. y 


Any student of chemistry has experienced this; indeed, it is an 
every day experience. The oftener we do a thing or think a thought, 
the easier is it to do that act or form that idea; in other words, habit 
becomes second nature. A child has at first considerable difficulty in 
learning to w@glk, simply because its nerve cells have no memory vf 
any such preyious action to fall back upon. 

As time goes on the nerve impulses travel the same route so 


of shoes {In assorted sizes and of standard material and machine maxe 
and sell it to a man who needs the shoes for tiie replenishment of his 
stock. But evidently it isn’t a simple proposition when a good shoe 
salesman may command a salary of $10,000 to $15,000 a year. But 
will one admit that the shoe salesman is the ideal ‘‘man of large 
ideas’ in business?

salesman at large that when he has passed 45 years he grows stale? 


In this eternal promise that men are seeking other men of larye 
ideas, whatever of distinct truth is in it will be found under a cloud 
and mist of circumstances at best. It is one of the easiest of proposi- 
tions that a man or a set of men, shouldering a profitless business, 
is in a position at once tp accept a Moses who will lead him from the 
wilderness. But it must not be forgotten that in this emergency the 
head of such an establishment is likely to be too narrow to recognize 
this Moses when he sees him. Or that the Moses himself is far too 
wise to try to lead him out. 

I ‘knew two men a few years ago, one of them the man in the 
business wilderness and the other bis Moses. The man in the wild-r- 
ness of an electrical business in the central west had need of spread- 


‘jing out in his sales departments, and his Moses was a young sales-

The most important thing, therefore, in laying the foundatiof 
of a memory of a sight, sound, or idea, is to pay close attention to it, 
so that the impression received may be a strong one, apd not con- 
fused with a number of others at the same time. : 

If we are seeking information for the sake of satisfying a crav- 
ing of our own rather than from a-Sfense of present duty (such as 
for examination purposes) we aré much moré likely to find we re- 
member it. So a person reading the columns Of this daily paper will 
remember without effort anything which relates to a neighborhood in 
which he has lived (or loved), or in which he has any sympathetic 
interests. Other paragraphs will be read and forgotten, but at the 
end of the dwy’s work this impression can be recalled with absolute 
accuracy and without effort. 

The general truth is that we have no recollection without atten- 
tion, and so we pass a thousand people in half a mile and can recollect 
only the one to whom our attention was attracted. 

Finally, let it be noted that, like any other faculty, that of mem-

I stood it for two years and 
when new employés continued to get prefer- 
ence over my head I began to think that 
I wags not wanted any longer, and I hinted to 
that effect, and on the following Saturday 
night was infornied that my services were 
not needed further. Before going to work 
for this man I had worked six years for an- 
other firm, and I was paid a larger salery to 
quit and accept the other job.”’ 


Merchants Hours 00 Long; 
More Holidays Are Needed: 


By Charles A. Kiler. 


ORD BACON divided his day as fol- 
lows: Wight hours for work, eight 
hours for sleep, and elght hours for 
recreation. 

Here in this busy portion of our 
country few of the people can make their 
own division of time. We must foilow the 
needs and customs of our occupations and 
labor as those needs and custonis seem to 
dictate. 

The farmer must get up at 4 o'clock In 
the morning in order that he may feed and 
care for his horses, ‘eat his breakfast, and 
be In the field at half past 5. His hired help 
must do as the farmer does because the 
work has to be done at a certain time and 
heip is scarce. 

The other extreme !s the banker and brok- 
er. These men find it convenient and proper 
to begin their labors at 9 or 10 o'clock in 
the morning and are finished at 3 or 4 in the 
afternoon. 

Those who have money to deposit or who 
want to borrow money find a way to get 
along until the bank opens. Legal holidays 
are observed by the banker and the broker, 
and these two lines of business stand at the 
bead of al! others. They are not considered 
poor business men because of the short 
hours they work nor because of the fact that 
they observe Sundays and legal holidays. 
On the contrary they are considered the best 
business men in all communities. The peo- 
ple generally are willing to accord short 
bours to the banker. 

But how about the -merchant, the store- 
keeper? The middleman must be close to the 
people and he is what the people force him 
to be. The desire of every conscientious 
storekeeper is to give his customers what 
they seem to want; this is true both as to mer- 
chandise and to the hours of service. 

In the small country towns the stor 
at 5 in the morning and stay open uniil Sand 
10 at night. They do this because it is the 
custom and it is the custom becuse the 
people have ordered it.

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In towns of 10.000 in population the stores 
generally open at 7 in the morning ard close 
at 6in the evening. and I well remember the 
struggle that {ft took to bring about the 6 
o'clock closing hour. 

Many a successful merchant refused to 
close at 6 because he thought his customers 
woulg not stand for itt—that he would lose 
their patronage and their friendship. But. 
nevertheless, today there are few stores 
that stay open after 6 o’clock in towns where 
there are 10.000 people 

But legal holidays are not observed prop- 
erly In the smaller cities, nor In the smaller 
stores of the larger cities. People still de- 
mand that their purchases be delivered to 
them on hoMdays—or at least the merchants 
fee! that the people so desire—and the result 
is that many are open and merchant. as wel! 
as clerk, works for at least half the day 

I believe that down deep In his heart every 
man recognizes that Lord Bacon showed 
good sense. in fixing eight hours as the proper 
ler.eth of time to work. I believe al] recog- 
nize that recreation in the daytime is neces- 
eary, and I believe the common sense of the 
people will allow the storekeeper to enjoy, 
business hours that will permit him to. get 
cutdoor exercise and at the same time make 
it possible for those who help him to enjoy 
the same privilege. 

The people who deny shorter hours to those 
who work are few indeed, and are confined to 
that busy class who do not know how to 
get the benefit of systematicendeavor. They 
are nervous wrecks who make hard work of 
every duty. and who are short of temper, 
cross, and irritable. 

i belleve that a movement can be inaugu- 
rated by the associations of merchants ‘'n 
the towrs of the state which will lead to 
sborter hcure of sérvice for the merchants 
ard clerks, as well as the proper observance 
of | Jewa!l holidays. At the same time it 
muy be possible to bring about, once a weex, 
a half holiday in the hot period that always 


comes during July and August. 
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So many people try so bard 
to do right tha! in cifect they 
alWays. are calling their own

Detecting a Shrewd Forgery. 

“I went to work and attacked the case from 
every possible hypothesis. By the process 
of elimination I decided that the cashier 
had removed the names of the payees to 
whom checks had been issued by his em- 
ployer and had written in his own name.

Assisted Dr. ParKhurst’s Reform. 

“ Clients came straggling in, and the need 
of money gave me no further concern. Pres- 
ently the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst made his stir 
about corruption in the police department, 
and the Lexow committee was appointed te 
examine into’his charges. I was asked to 
act as assistant counsel and served in’ that 
capacity. Reforms’in the way of commit- 
tees followed—we had one such an organiza- 
tion, nonpartisan in character, with a mem- 
bership of seventy good and earnest men, 
but it was too large to be effective against 
Tammany. Some one was needed: to look 
after the political end of the work in hand. 
I.was chosen, and our forces, being thus 
unified, we helped to elect William L. Strong 
mayor of the city. Our police courts in those 
days were a disgrace to the community—all 
kinds of disreputable men were. around. 
Some of them were lawyers and some were 
not. I helped to write a bill to reform these 
courts, and Mayor Strong appointed me to 
be justice of the Special Sessions, an office 
which I held for seven years. 

“I always held that a magistrate ought 
to have inquisitorial as well as judicial 
power. The committee of seventy asked me 
concerning my policy. I told them I thought 
we should take the worst thing at hand, 


. which was gamibling, attack it, and then let 


our policy shape itself. New York was as 
wide open as any tough town in the far 
west, and the police were in partnership with 
the gamblers.

“ With a peace officer anda number of men 
as. a comitatus I Swooped down ona 
place and captured every one rediHfanded.

Harvest: 


Good Barker Can Always Make Money. 


N their own language, Behold the speile 
ers! They know no trade, neither are 
they proficient in any of the professions, 
yet nowhere may be found any clase of 
workers so entirely congenial with their 

work, and at the same time drawing good 
Saiaries and having many opportunities. 

A good spieler with a reputation cah earn 
$75 a week. A poor one will make less, but 
the best in the business earn more. The aver- 
age pay for the good ones is $50; the mini- 
mum around $40. Their work is seasonable, 
although now, with the prevalence of open 
air shows all over the country, the spieler, 
by moving about, can keep himeelf employed 
the yeaF round His opportunities for secur- 
ing an amusement enterprise of his own, 
however, constitute his chief good fortune, 
and many of the most prosperous showmen 
of today once made their living by spieling. 

One of these is a young man who gives his 
age as 26 and who lives in Chicago. Four 
years ago this young man had a position as 
spieler for one of the cheap shows at Ferris 
Wheel park. He drew $20 a week for his 
services. One day he found himself the 
possessor of $200. On this same day the 
manager of the show by which he was em- 
ployed skipped for parts unknown, leaving 
the usual company of unpaid performers, un- 
paid royalties, rents, etc.

Spieler Took Charge of the Show. 

The young man saw an opportunity. He 
self as the new manager. No 
He spent every cent

of his $200 in the next two days. Most of it 
went for current expenses and salaries. Lo- 
eal papers had a story about the incident, and 
other papers took it up.

Butit 
often is profitable. His work is not easy. 
In fact, it is impossible to the man not posses- 
sitig a natural inclination and ability for it, 
although at the same time, it must be said 
that the spieler is free of many of the worries 
of the average worker. 

* * = 
Luck !s a Thing That Counts. 

He does not have to trouble his head with 
worries about the condition of the stock 
mzrket, nor .about’the ordinary cares that 
beset the ordinary worker. His voice, Ilg 
“tuck,” and the. weather are the only things 
that ever worry him. If his voice gives out 
he is indeed in a bad way, for a spleler with- 
out a voice would be much likea sailor with- 
out water. -His “ luck,’’ as he pleases to call 
it, by which he means “ good business,’’ is 
an intangible something which most work- 
ers get along without. It ‘ts comparable, 
possibly, to the actors’ superstitions. If the 
luck is in good working order there is no 
way for the crowds to escape the spieler. It 
luck that counts. Just what this luck 
is the spieler cannot himself éxplain. 

‘But anyhow, whatever it ‘is, when it’s 
right you can pull ’em without bothering to 
look like or what you're 
saying,” he says. “ When it ain’t right, 
shoot ‘high, shoot low, go up amongst the 
clouds. or fish for minnows on the platform, 
hand ’em the bunk that makes the tear water 
come, or give ‘em something that will make 
‘em ‘tee hee,’ you can’t take downa handful. 
To be right with this game you've got to have 
that luck most of the time. You got to have 
it with you whem you're taking milk. With- 
out it you’re like a barkeep trying to sell 
ladies’ handkerchiefs. Ana@ you don’t hold 
your job long.”

Spieler Is Born, Not Made. 


The spieler has a vocabulary that !s all his 
own, and which is not to be understood by 
common mortals. Translated, the foregoing 
means that if the ‘‘luck’’ happens to favor 
one, the crowd can be handled in a manner 
highly profitable to the affair for which the 
spieler ig spieling, and when it is not favor- 
able one can rave from one side of the plat- 
form to the other, hop into the air, bend low, 
and speak confidentially to the audience, 
talk in a manner to make the listeners cry, 
or make them laugh, and it is all the same. 
Success will not crown the effort. To be 
successful as a spieler one must possess this 
peculiar quality, and lastly, but not least, 
spielers are born and not made. 

If the spieler was knowing in the things 
that concern the world of letters he would 
know what this peculiar quality is, Mani- 
festing itself in arother form, it might make 
the.-man who makes the successful apteler 
a successful artist, actor, or writer. For 
the spieler is an artist. His art is the art 
of the side show, its end is the *‘ bunking 
of the crowds into spending money where 
they have no intentions of spending it. But 
for it has been demonstrated 
instances that the man who 
is not born @ spieler never will become one, 
and the finished product is as far wemoved 
from the crude specimen as is the work of the 
finished writer from that of the raw country 
journalist. Of ccurse the spieler doesnt 
know this. He possibly would be insulted 
if he were informed of it. His ways are 
not the ways of other artists; and anything 
that approaches them he is pleased to ineiuds 
under the general term of “ long hair. For 
all this it is necessary only to watch his 
work to be convinced of his superior tactics,

Since 
then several things have happened, promi- 
nént among them the Buffalo exposition, the 
Loulsiana Purchase fair, and the fair at 
Portland, Ore., and the White City in Chi- 
cago. The result has been the development 
of a new style of spieler, the making of the 
specialist, the creation of artists in a new 
line. 

The spieler of the old days usually was 
a graduate of the canvas wagors, or possi- 
bly an outcast of the ticket wagon. He had 
a voice, a certain kind of smoothness, which 
took well in the rural districts, and he dealt 
with péople who were unsophisticated in the 
matter of spielers. When he mounted the 
red box beside the ticket seller he had one 
formula of speech. It began with “ Now, 
ladies and gentlemen’’ and it ended with 
“you get back your money.” 

Witness the changes which time and spe- 
clalization have wrought even in the talk of 
the side show spleler. He no longer men- 
tions the fact that he Is addressing an audi- 
ence of ladies and gentlémen. O, no! His 
manner when he leans forward to speak im- 
plies all that and much more. The people 
know they are ladies and gentlemen before 
he opens his mouth. HW first words are 
something like this: ‘‘ To the vast concourse 
which has been assembled by the multitude 
of attractions presented by the management 
of this enterprise,”” and he ceases with some- 
thing similar to: ‘‘ For we want to make 
every person here a walking and talking ad- 
vertisement for us.’’

No Coarse Work in His Fhrases. 
There is none of the coarse work of the old 
man in these phrases. The significance and 
meaning are the same; but the rough cor- 
ners have been smoothed off—the difference 
between art and crudity.

rolley Roads Need Men: 
ood Chances to Work Up. 


By Nathaniel C. Fowler Jr. 


TREET railroading certainly is worthy 
of the boy’s attention and his investi- 
gation. The work in every depart- 
ment, save the clerical, is much 
harder than is that of the mercantile 

business. The hours will be longer, and there 
is much exposure to weather, but no boy of 
character ever will refuse to enter a business 
solely because of the difficulties of the work 
chosen, provided he has the physical and 
mental strength to withstand the strain. 

I would not advise any boy who has not 
a mechanical bent to consider street railroad- 
ing as a business unless his ambition goes no 
farther than the position of motorman or the 
clerical side of the road. Without more than 
ordinary mechanical ability he will find it 
difficult to rise from the ranks. The oper- 
ating department of a street railway requires 
a combination of mechanical and business 
ability: mechanical ability that one may 
understand the actual working side; business 
ability that one may be able to utilize profit- 
ably his mechanical capacity; and, further, 
the successful street railroader and operator 
must be a disciplinarian, be able to;manage 
men successfully, and to meet quickly and 
yet with sound judgment the emergencies 
which continually are arising and which 
usually come without warning.

Poor Business for Lazy Boy. 

The street railway man, like the steam 
railway man, is said never to sleep. He is 
a servant of activity and always isin motion. 
This business is one which the lazy boy and 
the boy without ambition will do well to 
avoid. 

Mr. Herbert H. Vreeland, president of the 
New York City Street railway company, 
says: 1 

‘It long has been my opinion that mast of 
the advice given by men of achieved careers 
to young people about how to start in life 
has been wasted. It has been addressed to 
the wrong party. Advice of that kind should 
be addressed to the guardians and not to the 
wards. 

“Young men are without the experience 
necessary to estimate accurately either their 
capacities or their tendencies. Anintelligent 
estimate of both, however, can be made by 
an observing, enlightened parent or guardi- 
an. To them, therefore, this advice is ad- 
dressed concerning the choice of street rail- 
roading as a possible career. 

“It goes without saying that no youth 
with strong literary and academica! tenden- 
cies should be urged to this course. Such 
youths usually lack the physical as well as 
the mental temperament to make a success 
of it. The last thing this businegs tolerates 


is theorizing.

Work Forever Is Changing. 
“Ite basis ie the ponderable and obvious, 


and it requires for its successful prosecution 
in the ban- 


dling and adjustment of mechanical means 
and the solution of problems that arise out 
of physical conditions. l1f the youth under 
your charge shows an aptitude and inclina- 
tion for practical work, if he wants to han- 
dle things, and displays an aptitude for 
making easy .exit from his besetment, he is 
indicated as a developable street railroader. 

“The work In a career of this kind for- 
ever is changing. Nothing remains settied. 
What you plan today for the use of all time 
is made obsolete tomorrow by a new in- 
vention, the completion of a new pubitc 
work, such asa bridge, a tunnel, a terminal, 
or a highway. Where the crowds swarmed 
yesterday and clamored for accommodation 
now is a deserted square, the 
byway of yesterday is invaded by an army 
of men and women seeking means to get 
elsewhere. You must adjust means 
you have to meet these sudden tidal changes 
with economy and effectiveness, and such 
a boy as I have indicated gives promise of 
being the man for such emergencies.”

Profits Small Though Sure.

ARKET gardening within the limits 
of a great city in many respects is 
one of the most deadening businesses 
in the world. 
are 1,000 of these gardeners within 

the Chicago corporation limits, most of them 
living under conditions which the artisan and 
city laborer would not tolerate for a day. 

The market gardener is born to his work, 
and as a rule he accepts it pretty much as his 
horse accepts grass in the pasture. Some- 
where in his nature he has an affinity forthe 
soil and he can’t get away from it. Tothe 
extent that nature and training have 
equipped him with brains his lot may be 
easier for the reason that he may have time 
for thinking a vast deal over what he has 
found so little time toread. Otherwise he is 
a -creature of the elements. The winter 
snows, the March winds, and thé summer 
sunshine and flowers must be taken as they 
come, whether they be bad for his prospects 
or good,

All the Year Round Drudgery 

From the nature of the city garden and its 
environments the gardener’s house needs to 
be close to the center of the plot. This dis- 
tance takes the house away from the water 
main, the gas main, and the sewer connec- 
tions. As a result, even if the average gar- 
dener could afford better than his average 
‘“‘shack,” he would not have the facilities 
that the average mechanic gets ina $15 flat. 

To most people gardening is a summer 
occupation. To the gardener it ig an all the 
year round drudgery which holds him in its 
toils. Where a general truck gardening is 
followed by the gardener it is necessary that 
the soil be enriched by manures, warming 
{t as early as possible for seeding. All winter 
long the gardener may be hauling this stable 
refuse from livery stables and private barns, 
dumping it in piles on the ground. As soon 
as the frost is out of it in the spring it needs 
to be scattered, ready for plowing in, and 
in this hard work’the gardener finds himself 
working all day in the wet, sloppy ground.

It’s a Long, Dark Drive to Market. 

lt is with the marketing season, however, 
that the strain on the market gardener be- 
gins. His object is to have his vegetables 
in the market as early as is possible in the 
morning and in as fresh condition. To this 
enu he will gather them as late as possible 
the afternoon and evening before, frequently 
working long after dark in putting his wagon 
load in shape for the dark drive to the mar- 
ket street or square at which the wholesale 
buyers come. A good position in the street 
or square depends upon the early arrival of 
the wagon. The drive may be ten or fifteen 


In round figures there 


miles until in order to get to the market 
place at dawn the gardener far out has to 
get-up at 2 o’clock in the morning to make 
the trip. 
* * 
Losses Are Great and Prices Low. 

In a case such as this, where the gardener 
has little help or none, he is gardener, har- 
vester, carter, and marketer for his produce, 
In the early part of the season cold rains or 
unseasonable frost must be guarded against 
until 10 o’clock bedtime, followed by a 2 
o’clock call to the wagon, leaving the garden- 
er with four or five hours of sleep a night, 
sometimes for weeks at atime. When a sud- 
den drenching storm comes, making it im- 
possible for him to get into the garden for @ 
day’s marketing he may have a little rest, 
for which he will pay dearly in loss, both 
in damage to his growing produce and in 
the fact that the one or two days of over- 
growth with many vegetables ruins them for 
market. 

But if these garden products are perish- 
able for the gardener they are perishable 
in the hands of the retai] market man aiso 
No one knows this better than the market 
man. either. So sensitive is he to the fact 
that the vegetable market in connection 
with the grocery and meat market is looked 
on by the average grocer simply as a neces- 
sury evil in his business. So great are the 
losses to the retailer in spoiled fresh vege- 
tables that he has always sought an immuni- 
ty by keeping vegetable prices to the stiffest 
possible pitch. When the consumer has paid 
10 cents for three heads of lettuce and Scents 
apiece for ordinary sized cucumbers to his 
grocer he might get the idea that there are 
millions in the gardening business. But ihe 
gardener may have got little more for a dozen 
of such specimens than the retailer may be 
charging for one. 

* . 
Hard to Sell Produce. 

Where the retail buyer sends his wagon 
to the market for the stock of vegetables 
which he wouldn't handle anyhow if his trade 
weuld allow it, his representative is not a 
cheerful buyer. The gardener on the wagen 
from the fields makes many concessions of 
prices and good temper in the course of sales. 
Not Infrequently he recognizes that he has 
sclc a load of first class produce at less than 
it has cost him to produce it. 

But here the spirit of the natural gardener 
comes to his support. He has had enough 
to eat and will continue to haveenough. His 
own and his family’s needs in other things 
ruay be tempered to fit his purse. And al- 
ways in the favorable season he has found 
liis personal tastes gratified at seeing things 
grow.

Nevertheless there are several firms in this 
country that do an exceedingly prosperous 
business in this line, and anybody possessing 
a life policy upon which he wishes to realize 
without waiting until the same will mature 
or have a cash surrender value with the com- 
pany. issuing it will have no trouble in dis- 
posing of it, provided his policy is such that 
it can be assigned to a buyer. 

The policy buying broker is a convenience 
to thé “broke” policy holder, and in the 
parlance of the street he has a “ cinch.’ 
Unless he is a fool, and it safely may be set 
duwn that no insurance broker is a fool in his 
line of business, he is sure to make money, 
whether the policy holder from whom he buys 
lives long or dies shortly afterwards. He 
knows exactly what he is buying, and unless 
he is willing to take a long, speculative 
chance, he does not pay any more for a 
pclicy than its guaranteed value insures him. 
Sometimes he speculates, gambles, in other 
words, on the probable length of a man’s 
lLfe. Otherwise his business is as safe and 
sure as selling groceries, and infinitely more 
profitable.

Insured Get Short of Money. 

The fact that a considerable proportion of 
policy holders at times are short of money 
is responsible for the policy broker's exist- 
ence. If a man has a policy upon which 
he has paid several hundred dollars of pre- 
miums and is in serious need of money he 
naturally looks to the policy as one of his 
valuable assets upon which he should realize 
handsomely. While of recent years it has 
been a popular practice with many com- 
panies to write a clause permitting the hold- 
er to borrow on his policy money enough 
to prevent its lapsing, or even money for 
other purposes, in the past—fifteen or twen- 
ty years ago—perhaps the majority of con- 
tracts had no such clausein them. In fact, 
today several of the old fashioned companies 
discourage any aitempt of the policy holder 
to realize upon his contract until its ma- 
turity or his death. | 

Two companies, at least, positively refuse 
to issue policies that may be negotiated. But 
the majority of policies outstanding at the 
present time are so written that the holder 
can, after a few years of premium paying, 
transfer them to whom he pleases. This

The straight life policy of the old deya 
the one that has been carried for thirty or 
forty years by &@ man, represents another 
phase of policy speculation. A man whe 
has paid for this length of time upon ap 
insurance usually is well along in years, 
with the best of his life behind him, and his 
death a matter of but @ few years. On this 
class of policy the broker becomes specu- 
lator. How long will the old man live? That 
is the question he must ask himself before 
fixing the price that he is willing to pay for 
his paper. Will he die within a year? Then 
the price to be paid can be within 4 margin 
of the total value at. time of death of ths 
policy.

Again, the broker is willing to take @ 
policy off the hands of a young man whois 
suffering from an incurable malady and 
needs money. This manner of trading, how- 
ever, is unreliable. A man with one lung 
gone and the other thoroughly infected with 
tuberculosis. is apt to live on and on long — 
beyond the period allotted tp him by the medi 
cal examiner. A man with a heart that 
threatens to wipe him out every day may 
hang on-long enough to make premium pay- 
ing on his life policy unprofitable unless the 
purchase is made at an extremely low price. 
It ic a gamble here altogether, and the brokep 
is on’ the safe side of the counter. |

HICAGO Is a great fish market, being 
the home of the combine that controls 
the immense fishing industry of the 
great lakes, but the city is not Itseif 
an important fishing port. However, 

there are several thousand men whose beats 
are scattered in harbors and slips along the 
shore from Edgewater to the Indiana line 
who earn their living by catching fish. 

Ten or fifteen years ago the local fisheries 
were more important than they are todar. 
Then considerable capital was invested in 
the business, which gave employment to a 
number of steam tugs and a great many mer 

Local fishermen make their best catches 
in the spring and fall though their work 
continues more or less the year round. 
Formerly there was a large fishing business 
carried on in the winter, but that was in 
the days of the steam tug. They could go 
out in almostgany kind of weather and 
through almost any kind of ice. It Is dit- 
ferent with the gasoline launches. They 
are not built for such rough work. They 
go out, however, when they “can, and tn an 
open winter, like the one just past, can do 
a profitable business. 

Launches and sailboats go out ten to twen- 
ty-five and thirty-five miles to set their gill 
nets and lines. If you ask a fisherman how 
far out he is going he will not answer you 
in miles but in fathoms. The bed of Lake 
Michigan dips about one fathom to the mile 
as one leaves the shore, so if a fisherman 
says he is going to set his snares in thirty- 
five fathom, you can figure he is going out 
thirty-five miles.

EARLY everybody ingChicago has heard of South Haven, 

During the summer it is almost as natural for the eChi- 

cagoan, tired of the activity of a great city, to think of 

this summer city as it is for the Philadelphian to think 

of Atlantic City, or the New Yorker of “ Dreamland.” 

The men go there for rest, the mothers go to chaperon 
the daughters, the girls want to go to South*Haven because they 
know the young bachelors are there. 

South Haven is the natural summer resort of the middle west. 
lt is situated on the eastern shore of Lake Michigan, in the center 
of the fruit belt, easily accessible to Chicago and ail the large 
cities of the West and South. Its climate is delightfully invigorat- 
ing. It is never too warm, never too cold. 

The days are too short at this resort, they say. Every day 
there’s the ewim in the lake and the few hours on the sand. The 
sun, the water, and the sand give the tan without which, they say, 
the summer girl, and even the man, are not content. Long drives, 
hunts, and fishing parties also take time and fill the days until the 
summer ends. .

SAGO JELLY.—Two pounds of pieked red 


/ @Nrrunts, one pint cold waier, one-half pound

Pour in one- 
half pint of red currant juice, strain intoa tin 
Pan, set on ice until the mixture begins to 
thicken, beat to a froth, add the well beaten 
whites of four eggs, mix and pour into a 
mold to harden. Serve with whipped cream. 

FROZEN CUSTARD WITH FRUIT.—Two 
Pints milk, same of cream, six eggs, three 
teacurs of sugar, one pint berries, or peaches 
ecut up small. Let the milk nearly boil, beat 
the yolkes of the eggs with the sugar and 
add the milk by degrees. Whip the whites of 
the eggs to a froth and add to the mixture; 
put all in a saucepan, stirring until it ts a nice, 
thick custard: Whehb perfectly cold whisk in 
the cream and freeze. If the custard is al- 
lowed to freeze itself, stir in the iruit after 
the second beating. 

STRAWBERRY TART.—One pound eifted 
flour, yolks of two eggs, one gill ice water, 
three-fourths pound fresh butter, one table- 
spoonful sifted sug@r, strawberries. Rubthe 
butter into the flour and sugar, ada the yolks 
of eggs, and mix well withaknife. Then add 
just enough ice water to make a paste that 
will roll out. It must be a firm. paste, rather 
Gry. Be careful that the flour is cry and 
the: butter cold. Roll out the paste about 
one-third of an inch thick, line wi.n it a pie 
dish at least one inch deep with. straight 
sides: trim the edges neatly, and bake the 
empty crust in a quick oven for ten or twelve 
When the tart is to be served fill 


sirup over and serve with a pitcher of cream. 
The strawberries should rot be allowed to 
stand long in the crust or its crispness will 
be destroyed. The crust should be firm, 
brittle, and crisp, not flaky. 

SUNDAY PUDDING—One-quarter pound 
bread crumbs, one-half pint milk, sugar and 
flavoring to taste, two eggs, strawberry jam. 
Boil the bread crumbs in the milk, sweeten 
and fiavor. and when the bread ts thick 
stir in the yolks of the eggs. Put the pud- 
ding into a buttered tart dish, bake slowly

Serve immediate- 
 MALBRUN PUDDING—Some thin slices 
of dry bread, fresh fruit, sugar. custard.

Tomatoes— 

May be sliced thin and served with salt, 
pepper, and vinegar over, for breakfast, or 
@liced and strewn with sugar and grated 
mutmeg for tea; for dinner they may be 
Stewed or boiled or baked. Tomatoes may be 
preserved in sugar, or as in catsup, when out 
Of season. Such as like them deciare them to 


be excilent in each and every form and 
dressing. To peel tomatoes just sieam in 
a frying basket and plunge them into bol.ing 
water mbout three minutes; drain and peel. 

STULEFED TOMATO£S.—Tweive larg, 
smooth tumatoes, one teaspoonful of salt, a 
little pepper,-one tablespoonful of butter, one 
of sugar, one, cupful of bread crumbs, one 
teaspoonful of onion julee. Arrange the 
tomatoes in a baking dish; cut a thin slice 
from the smooth end of each; with a small 
spoon scoép out as much of the pulp and 
juice as possible without-injuring the shape. 
When all have been treated in this way, mix 
the pulp and juice with the other ingredients 
and-fill the tomatoés with this mixture. Put 
on the tops and bake slowly three-quarters 
of an hour. Siide the cake turner under the 
tomatoes and lift gently to a fiat dish. Gar- 
nish witfi parsley and serve. 

TOMATOES BROILED.—Large, fresh to- 
matues, butter, pepper, salt, sugar, an egg- 
spocitul of made mustard. In buying to- 
matoes fer broiling be careful to select large 
and fresh ones. Wo not pare them; slice in 
pieces about one-half an inch thick and broil 
them for a few minutes upon a gridiron. 
While they are broiling prepare some hot 
butter in a cup, seascning with pepper, salt, 
an eggspoontul of made mustard, and a little 
sugar. When the tomatoes are finished d:p 
each piece into this, and then dish [the dish 
must be hot]. If any of the s:asoning re- 
mains, heat to the point of boiling and pour 
over the dish; serve immediately. This isa 
nice dish if cooked well.

Mashrooms. 

The cook should be well acquainted with 
the different sorts of things called by this 
name by ignorant people, as the deaths of 
many persons have been caused by carelessly 
using the poisonous kind. The eatable mush- 
room firsi appears smal] and of a round form 
on a small stalk. : They grow fast, and the 
upper part and stalk are white. As the size 
increases the under part gradually opens 
and strows a fringy fur of a fine salmon color, 
which continues more or less till the mush- 
room has been picked, when it turns to @ 
brown. The skin can be more easily peeied 
from the real mushroom than the polsonous 
kind. A good test is to sprinkle a little salt 
on the epongy part or ‘gilis of the sample to 
be tried. If they turn biack they are whole- 
some; if yellow they are poisonous. 
salt a little time to act betore you decide ag to 
their quality. 

MUSHROOMS A LA CREME.—Cut the 
mushrooms in pieces and toss them over a 
brisk fire in butter seasoned with salt, a 
little nutmeg, and one ounch of herbs. When 
they are done enough and the butter nearly 
all wasted away, take out the herbs, add the 
yolk of one egg beaten up insome good cream; 
make hot and serve. 

MUSHROOMS "TEWED.—Gather those 
that have red gills; cut off that part of the 
stem which grew in the earth; wash and take 
the skin from the top; put them in astewpan 
with some salt; stew them till tender; thick- 
en with one spoonful butter and browned 
flour. 

BROILED MUSHROOMS.—Choose the 
largest sort, lay them on a small gridiron 
over bright coals, the stalks upward Broil 
quickly and serve with butter, pepper, and 
sait over. 

MUSHROOMS BAKED.—Pare the top and 
cut off part of the stalks; wipe them carefully 
with a plece of flannel or cloth and a little 
fine salt. Then put them into a baking dish 
and put a piece of; butter on each mushroom. 
Sprinkle with pepper to taste, and bake for 
twenty minutes or one-half hour. When done 
serve on a hot dish with the gravy poured 
over the mushrooms. 

MUSHROOMS FRIED.—When peeled put 
them into hot butter and iet them heat thor- 
oughly through; too much cooking toughens 
them. Season well with butter, pepper and 
salt. Serve on buttered toast. A teaspoonful 
of wine or vinegar on each mushroom ig a 
choice method. 


Cheese— 

CHEESE FONDU.—Melt one tablespoon- 
ful of butter in a saucepan, add to it one-half 
cup of bread crumbs, one gill of milk, one cup 
of grated cheese, the yolks of two eggs. Cook 
barely a minute.

It will be a little surprising, however, if, 
after a while, Miss de Sousa is able to tell 
without hard thinking what part she is play- 
ing On any particular night, for she goes 
right on to “The Geisha’ from “ Castles 
in Spain,” the musical piece by Cosmo Hani- 
ilton in which, with Harry Fragsonm, she has 
been playing the part of an American heir- 
ess. Another American member of this cast 
is Johnny Danvers, who plays a transatlan- 
tic millionaire, but though Hamilton's piece 
has done well enough to warrant its being 
transferred from the Royal to Terry’s when 
the former theater was given over to the 
French player, it is not likely to cross the 
water. One of Fragson’s songs, however, 
“He Received Me Most Politely,”’ is so good 
that it ought to be interpolated bodily in 
some American Offering.

Henrietta Crosman 
Tels of Her Start. 


» Whenever Henrietta Crosman is asked 
why she went on the stage, she always re- 
pHes with the directness of a shot from a 
gun: 

“* Because I had to earn a living.” 

Necessity to do for herself in the world 
confronted her at the age of 16. There was a 
choice of two pursuits, yet neither was the 
one she finally followed. The two were : 
painting and singing. The. idea. of acting 
came later. ; 

Miss Crosman’s earliest aim was grand 
opera. Her father, Maj. George H. Crosman 
of the regular army, retired from the servicé 
when she was a girl to engage in other pur- 
sults; They were unsuccessful, When stil! 
young Miss-Crosman eaw the need of becom- 
ing self-supporting. She painted cleverly, 
the artist: pro- 
fession for her. Also, she possessed a fine 
soprano voice, and her preference was for 
singing. Stephen C. Foster, the well known 
song writer, was an uncle of Miss Crosman’s 
mother, He used his influence for singing. 

In her sixteenth year Miss Crosman was 
taken to Paris and placed in charge of one of 
the famous vocal instructors in the French 
capital. A brilliant future was predicted for 
her in grand opera. Among musical people 
in Paris she attracted notite, and her prog- 
ress had advanced to a point where she-was 
soon to give a public recital, when she suf- 
fered an attack of the grip. 

Her teacher, eager that she should equip 
herself well for the coming hearing, and tak- 
ing no account of’her youth and immaturity, 
continued to force her studies, unt!l one day 
at a lesson her voice broke. That was the 
end of all her hopvs for grand opera. Eu- 
ropean specialists treated her throat, and 
while her voice regained range and quality, 
there was ever the liability of a sudden husk- 
iness, a defect the singing tones never over- 
came. 

After her parents had brought her home 
Miss Crosman decided to go on the dramatic 
Stage. She was influenced in this decision 
by the aptitude she had shown in dramatic 
acting which had been part of her course of 
preparation for grand opera. Again she took 
counsel of Mr. Foster, who obtained for her 
the promise of an engagement with a com- 
pany playing’ The White Slave.” She was 
to join the organization in Pittsburg at a 
day some weeks distant, to rehearse with the 
company on their way to New York and to 
make her first appearance in that city. All 
expenses except railroad fare she herself was 
to defray. She was without money and 
would not apply to her parents, who, in fact, 
opposed all further idea of the stage in any 
of its branches. Her home at that time was 
in Youngstown, O. 

She painted plaques, which at that time 
were in vogue, and sold them at prices which 
yielded enough for her theatrical project. 
Indeed, she arrived In Pittsburg with an ad- 
ditional supply of paintings which she sold 
in that city at better prices than she had ob- 
tained at home. Her success in this en- 
deavor was so liberal that for a timeshe was 
minded to continue her painttmg and forsake 
all thought of the stage. In the end, how- 
ever, the stage won. 
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Size of Actor 
Not a Handicap 


It is impossible to be too fat or too thin, too 
tall or too short, too old or too young to 
achieve success on the stage. Indeed, the 
extremely tall, the extremely short, the ex- 
tremely fat, and the extremely thin begin 
the struggle for stage success with an ad- 
vantage in their favor. The stage, too, has a 
place for the oldstersand boy and girl actors. 
Boy tragedians and child wonders of many 
sorts are continually making money. 

Fay Templeton, who is no paperweight, 
and who doesn’t care whether she is or not, 
found that when she was with Weber and 
Fields her size was greatly im her favor. 
When she left to start for herself, first in the 
unsuccessful “The Runaways” and then 
in the wonderfully successful “ Forty-tive 
Minutes from Breadway,’’ her size did not im- 
pede her. Nobody would call May Irwin a 
fairy as to architecture.
